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. Memorandum : by the' Bpeolal Committee 
Appointed to Study the Above Problem 

1. On 8 October 19^6 the personal representatives of the 
IvA.B. members met with representatives of the C.I.G. as a 
Committee to undertake the. preparation of the study requested 
by the Office of Naval Intelligence M to determine the practi¬ 
cability of the performance by C.I.G. of elements of common con¬ 
cern in the field of static intelligence, 11 

- 2, C.I.G*. offered the broad outlines of a plan, suggested 
by the O.N.I proposal. Which it believed would: 

a. Assure to each agency the untrammeled conduct of its 
departmental intelligence; 

b, Assure to each agency the maintenance .by C.I.G. of 
those intelligence activities of common concern; 

£, Assure to each agency the exchange between agencies of 
those intelligence reports prepared by one agnecy for its 
own primary operational use-but having a secondary value to 
other agencies.
